Ah, contesting, one of my favorite subjects. 


QO think all the advice I have read is good, but should be taken with 
some further advice. First most of us are not dedicated contestors. We 
are not prepared to sacrifice an entire weekend in front of our radios. 
We have other responsibilities. 


So, what to do. You should decide BEFORE the contest what your goals 
are. Do you really want to try to displace the top two or three in your 
section? Or, do you just want to work some DX, if it is a DX contest. 


Then you should look carefully at your antenna system. Is it such that 
it will support a run on the top scores? In most cases it is not. You 
have a choice, do you want to invest in a beam and tower, or will you 
try to make that wire do it all? 


And there is the matter of your rig. Milliwatt contesting is lots of 
fun, but success in the scores goes to the guy who runs 4.999995 watts 
(QRP). Be prepared to run that amount of power. In most cases there is 
not a category for lower power (QRP contests excepted). 


And lets also not forget your operating skills. If you are entering a 
CW contest, you'd better be able to copy code at 25 or more wpm and also 
write it down! Logging is up to you, but since computer logging is the 
accepted method, you'd better spend at least a day or two getting 
familiar with your logging program. 


I have entered many contests, and won awards in more than a few. I have 
found the best results go to the person who is best organized. Things 
happen fast in a contest. You don't often get the chance to do it 

over. Be sure you and your operating desk are well organized. That 
everything falls to hand, as they say. Make sure you have enough 
practice to use it too! 


Now, I'll give away my secret. Look carefully at the rules. See if 
there is a category where you can shine with your existing station. I 
found single band entries made the most of my station. You don't have 
to only stay on a single band, but you just enter the contacts from that 


band! SSB contesting is another matter, it hurts my ears so I don't do 
it!

I would expect the authorities would want to confiscate and control your 
rig on the airplane. First they would want to be sure it is of no 
obvious danger. Second they probably would want it to go as flight 
cabin baggage if you are on a commercial airliner. You can check this 
by calling the airlines before you carry any of it out there! 


If you are flying general aviation, you should expect a lot of security 
at the airport and near the airplane. Constant checking of ID's and the 
like. Unless you are flying a big general aviation plane, and carrying 
passengers, you probably should not expect much baggage checking. If 
you are carrying passengers you will probably find similar procedures to 
the airlines in effect!

Ron - Thanks for the tips and nice to see your posts back here on QRP-L. 


I am a hack contester. That is I love to do it, but usually don't place 


high; largely because I lack the killer instinct. Its a baby boomer/Dr. 
Spock/60s problem. Not that I mind that, but it does keep me out of the top 
10 list in QST. I do make the top 5 (beer gut division) in the ARS Spartan 
Sprints though, and once placed second in FYBO. 


I consider 20 to 30 Qs an hour to be good> Ron considers 50 to be good. That 
is the difference between a good contester and a hack. 


Here are some tips that I have to offer. Nothing profound, but it is the 
little things that count in contesting. 


1. Never try out anything new in a serious contest. I find the monthly 
Spartan Sprints ideal for testing out new contesting equipment and 
techniques. Get a new Keyer? Try it out in the Spartan Sprint first. 


2. Before a contest, put new batteries in everything that needs a battery. 
This should be self explanatory, but I do find family members reluctant to 
run out and get me a new keyer battery at midnight even if they are given an 
exorbitant bribe. You will never hear the end of it. Worse, your friends 
will never hear the end of it. 


3. Make sure that your clock is set correctly to UTC prior to the contest. 
Check it with WWV and/or a network time server. 


4. Computer logging is the best, but you don't need it to have fun in 
contesting. If you log with paper and pencil, have plenty of pre printed 
logs and sharp pencils. I use several disposable mechanical pencils. Learn 
to use a keyer while holding a pencil. It is not that hard. Good contesters 
learn to key with the left hand and write with right hand, or the opposite 
if you are among the 13 % of the population that are different handed. A 
memory keyer saves a lot of time in a contest, and is a cheap way to get 
improved performance without going to a computer. You should be able to get 
a 4 memory keyer for less than $50. If you log by pencil, use a dupe sheet. 
There are several forms on the net. Do this even if your contesting effort 
is not serious. After one log page it is imposible to dupe in ones head. For 
simple contests a page with the letters A to Z on a different line works 
fine. Just put each call you work on the line with the letter that its 
suffix begins with. Don't end a sentence with a preposition. 


5. Be comfortable. A chair that is comfortable for several hours can be 
torture for a 24 hour contest. I use a wooden chair, no cushion. A cushion 
hurts my back after several hours. Go figure. Wear sweats. Drink plenty of 
water. Avoid coffee and carbonated beverages. Take a bathroom break every 
hour or so. Take a short walk halfway through the contest. Showers help. 


6. A good set of headphones is worth 3 dB improvement in signal to noise 
ratio. I like an old pair of Koss PRO-4s; Sennheisers are good if you don't 
like an over the ear phone. 


7. Get a good night's rest the night before a contest. Go to bed early and 
wake up late. Eat lots of carbohydrates. Pancakes for breakfast and Pasta 
for lunch. 


8. Take the day before a contest off from work. Rest and make sure that 
every thing works in the shack. 


9. Do antenna work plenty of time before the contest. 2 hours is not plenty 
of time before the contest. 


10. Take the family out for a nice dinner before and after the contest. 
11. Try a new contest each year.

Good catch Bruce and just another great example of why you never want to 
trust your memory to things like exchanges or other contest rules...... two 
good reasons for this. 


1) Forgetting or mixing things up is very easy to do! 


2) Rules do change from time to time. 


Let me also take this opportunity to add something else to this discussion. 
(There have been a lot of good ideas posted..... lets keep them coming 
because we all learn something from them). 


Contests come in all flavors. I can not do the big 48 hour grinders any 
more. In many of these, like the CQ CW WPX last May, I went for a single 
band QRP entry. I chose 40m for a couple of reasons. First, 40m is my 
favorite band and Second, I had the chance to operate from the shack of Rod, 
W7ZRC and use his BIG antenna system on 40m. 3 element yagi at 120', single 
dipole element at 90' and a full sized vertical. That way I only had to 
stay awake for two nights and got to sleep all day in-between them. Even I 
can handle that! ( I don't remember the score but it seemed to be OK ). 


Single band entries can simplify your antenna situation as someone 
mentioned. 


Here is something else to think about........ if you use your station a lot, 
you should know which band or bands you are the most competitive on. Plan 
to spend the maximum amount of time on that (those) bands and use the others 
only when your rate slows down. Then work the "easy" stations trying to get 
multipliers and then get back to working "rate". 


All these things can be done without being a "blood and guts" entry. If you 
only have 2 hours to play in a 48 hour contest, that's just fine. But make 
your play as efficient as you can. Learn, learn, learn. Find out what 
works and doesn't work for you. It also helps to keep notes. 


Years ago I had a little advantage because I wrote with my left hand and 
used the bug with my right hand. I could log/dupe with my left hand while 
sending the exchange with my right hand. Then along came memory keyers and 
that let everyone dupe and send at the same time! Now we are using 
computers to do both. All we have to do is tune the radio, find someone to 
work and copy CW...... (Does anyone else remember the paper tape CQ and 
exchange loops that many of the big guns used in the early 50's?). 


But make no mistake about it...... fancy computers only let you make more 
errors faster if you are not proficient with them! No matter which way you 
do things, PRACTICE, PRACTICE and PRACTICE some more. I know that TR Log 


has a Simulator mode which lets you "work" several of the more popular 
contests without getting on the air. I think many of the other contest 
logging programs do also. This is a GREAT way to learn the program plus 
it's a fantastic way to "get into gear" for the contest exchange...... and 
all those strange call signs you hear! 


So many good ideas have been posted already and I know more will follow. 


One last thing...... I used to buy a "Year at a Glance" calendar and mark up 
ALL the contests. Next I would highlight those that I was going to be sure 
to enter and Carol, who has to be the best mate I could ever have found, 
would watch that as she made plans for the two of us. Keeps all the little 
"Why the heck did you ask them over tonight when you KNEW that I wanted to 
play radio" arguments away! If there is a conflict it can usually be 
spotted early enough to work around it....... and yes, sometimes that means 
missing a contest..... but not very often. Always keep in mind that your 
family is far more important than any contest. Nuff said... 


Preparation, planning, time off, antenna work done..... and still there are 
those Friday evenings when you get home, turn on the radio only to find your 
favorite contest under way! Then it's mad scramble time and away you go!

Oh yes, that reminds me of a couple of things I forgot 
in my last post. 


Don't repeat the exchange; it's a waste of time. 
If the other station needs a fill, he'll ask for it. 
Most of the time, he won't need a fill. 


Another thing is the "/QRP" that some insist on putting 
at the end of their callsigns. This is also a waste of 
time. I've been operating contests for several decades 
now. Trust me, this DOESN'T help you get through. It 
can actually serve as an irritant to the operator at 
the other end, as you are wasting his time, too, and 
the "/QRP" doesn't help him get your call. 


Now, here's a little tip that might help you get through 
a couple of contest pileups. Remember how your Elmer 
taught you way back when to carefully zero beat the 
station you are calling? Ina pileup, that's a REALLY 
bad idea! You will be drowned out by the masses, most 
of whom are zero beat. Your job is to make your signal 
stand out in whatever way you can. One way to do this 
is to call up perhaps 300 Hz. This makes your signal 
sound a little different to the operator at the other 
end. I am amazed at how well this little trick has 
helped me in the pileups.

Several folks asked me off-list for more info, so I'll post for anyone 
else that's interested. 


The Sept. issue of Monitoring Times is devoted to "Listening in on the 
Middle East." Several interesting articles including a great overview of 
Israeli intelligence's use of "numbers" stations. 


On Afghanistan, as noted "The Voice of Islamic Law" has English-language 
broadcasts irregularly on 7.088 around 0200-0220. Several folks have 
sent me reports that they could catch something on but noise was too 
much last night. For my part, I was handling a long-distance call for 
that critical 20 minute window! European monitors have reported English 
transmissions at 1520-1530 as well. The "Voice" is the former Radio 
Afghanistan, now under Taliban control, and comes out of Kabul. 


The rebel forces have also have a smaller transmitter based in Pakistan. 
Reports this am on CNN note that members of the "Northern Alliance" have 
been in round-the-clock consultations with US intelligence providing 
information on strategic targets, and potential hiding spots for Bin 
Laden. The Northern Alliance's radio station is called "Takhar Radio," 
and has been heard on 7070, sometimes 7085, from 1400-1430.

>1. Never try out anything new in a serious contest. I find the monthly 
>Spartan Sprints ideal for testing out new contesting equipment and 
>techniques. Get a new Keyer? Try it out in the Spartan Sprint first. 
well, OK - just remember that "Serious" is how YOU feel about it! I agree 
with the above if your intent is to get as big a score as you can. But... 


Any contest is also a great opportunity to test new things - and the ‘majors' 
are sometimes even better, because you have a LOT of signals on the air 
to test with. Two personal examples: 


- Last year's ARRL 10m contest was the first time I really used my new 
tribander, other than a couple test QSOs. Gave me a chance to spend some 
quality time with my first 'pointable' HF antenna and see how it worked. 


- I got interested in RTTY last year because the chap who did my DXCC field 
checking is into it. I had never even been able to receive an RTTY signal 
before, so I really needed help (hint: LSB!-). So I used the NA RTTY QSO 
party to learn RTTY - lotsa signals for learning how to tune! 


So, next time you build a new rig or string a new wire, check the contest 
calendar - your testing opportunity awaits!

>water. Avoid coffee and carbonated beverages. Take a bathroom break every 
>hour or so. Take a short walk halfway through the contest. Showers help.

>6. A good set of headphones is worth 3 dB improvement in signal to noise 
>ratio. I like an old pair of Koss PRO-4s; Sennheisers are good if you don't 
>like an over the ear phone.

>7. Get a good night's rest the night before a contest. Go to bed early and 
>wake up late. Eat lots of carbohydrates. Pancakes for breakfast and Pasta 
>for lunch.

>8. Take the day before a contest off from work. Rest and make sure that 
>every thing works in the shack.

>9. Do antenna work plenty of time before the contest. 2 hours is not plenty 
>of time before the contest.

>10. Take the family out for a nice dinner before and after the contest.

>11. Try a new contest each year.

Dear all, 


I send this in response to the posting by Jerry, WOZD a few days ago. 


His was one of the more rational and level headed thoughts that have 
appeared. Here's mine. 


On September 11, 1906, Mahatma Gandhi launched the first mass campaign 
of nonviolent struggle the world had seen, in Johannesburg, South 
Africa. 


Exactly ninety-five years after Gandhi s actions, the terrorist attacked 
New York and Washington. 


I feel sad, shocked and tremendously shaken up by this. At times I also 
feel quite calm, as if I was the center of a hurricane, an Eye of peace 
in the tumultuous storms around me. My focus has been to breathe in the 
suffering of those in pain and breathe out my love and blessings to 
them. A Course In Miracles teaches us over and over that all perceived 
attacks are a call for love in disguise, and that miracles happen when 
that love is given. Today I am sending love. Today I am asking the 
question of God (whatever your god maybe) : How can I relate to this 
event in a way that brings 

healing to the world? And the answer comes in a gentle, powerful and 
earth-shaking whisper: Extend compassion and empathy to everyone 
involved. And everyone is involved. Nobody on earth can pretend they are 
separate from this event. It is that big. What potential for joining and 
healing, movement and evolution! 


Rather than just labeling the terrorists as evil, can you imagine the 
consciousness of those who would give rise to such behavior? Can you 
begin to empathize with the pain that would inspire people to hate that 
way? I can. And I believe we must, if healing is to come to our world. 
It is said that if we could read the secret history of our enemies, we 
would find sorrow and suffering enough to disarm all our hostility. I am 
not saying we should accept violence because these people have suffered 
so deeply. Empathy is not an excuse to condone terrorism. It is a way to 
create the climate for healing so it is not repeated. 


Those who have experienced horror after horror and know not how to 
grieve, to process the layers of their pain, find their un-cried tears 
hardening into bullets and warfare. All energy moves to expression. 


If at all possible, I believe these people must be caught and prevented 
from taking further actions of terrorism. And if force is needed to 
undertake such prevention, so be it. But force as a means to punish or 
to regain power only continues to feed the problem. In Gandhi s words: 
An eye for an eye makes the whole world blind. 


My hope is that we all allow ourselves to be shaken up by this, shaken 
out of our comfort zones that tower us Americans above the suffering and 


poverty that most of the world experiences. Perhaps all ivory towers of 
separation have to come crashing down for the healing of separateness in 
our world. 


If healing is to come, it will come through the consciousness of 
oneness. I am one with the hearts of all the people affected by these 
events. I am one with the people who lost their mates, the children 
whose fathers and mothers didn t come home. And I am one with the 
tortured hearts of those who took these actions. We are all in this 
together 


Here is a question I am pondering: How do these terrorists reflect a 
part of my consciousness? Is there a part of me that believes that 
acting out my anger is justified, and that sometimes it is necessary to 
violate someone to make my point or express my frustrations? Have I ever 
thought that inflicting pain on someone would wake them up, teach them a 
lesson, or accomplish something of value? Do I ever feel so hurting and 
helpless that the best I can do is throw a tantrum? Of course! My 
actions may not ever be as dramatic as what has been acted out on this 
day, but I do own the shadow part of my consciousness that has 
contributed to such events. 


The United States has a shadow too. We stampeded across this country 
through the genocide of the Native Americans, and we have contributed to 
violence all throughout the world since then. To the extent that this 
shadow is disowned and denied, a large part the world feels compelled to 
hate us and some even attack us. Just like an individual recovers from 
an addiction, we as a nation need to hit bottom, come out of denial, 
make amends for those whom we have inflicted violence upon, and own our 
weaknesses as well as our strengths. My hope is that the twin towers 
R>crumbling down can serve as 

our national bottom. 


Are the terrorists evil and is our country an innocent victim? Are 
things ever that black and white? 


I would like to quote the words of Michael Moore, who made the movie 
Roger and Me and has been a prominent political and social activist: 


WE created the monster known as Osama bin Laden! Where did he go to 
terrorist school? At the CIA! Don t take my word for it -- I saw a piece 
on MSNBC last year that showed that when the Soviet Union occupied 
Afghanistan, the CIA trained bin Laden and his buddies in how to commits 
acts of terrorism against the Soviet forces. 


We abhor terrorism -- unless we're the ones doing the terrorizing. 


We paid and trained and armed a group of terrorists in Nicaragua in the 


1980s who killed over 30,000 civilians. 


We have orphaned so many children, tens of thousands around the world, 
with our taxpayer-funded terrorism (in Chile, in Vietnam, in Gaza, in 
Salvador).

I would like to close with the words of friend who 
emailed me her experiences on Manhattan: 


I'm sure you have seen the footage by now on TV. What you 
haven't seen and heard is the amazing way the people 
of this city stepped in to help each other in ways 
that make me so happy and proud to live in this city 
and in this country and even in this world. The people 
of New York are an amazing and resilient breed and it 
was breathtaking to witness the kindness, patience and 
generosity of each person helping each other do what 
they needed to do to be safe and to get home. 


It is now the morning after and there is a strange 
calm over the city. Virtually everything is closed and 
people that are out are not talking. They are quiet. 
The streets are deserted. There is no looting or 
anything bad going on here right now. There is only 
people showing up to help, people quietly moving 
around, still helping each other in every way they 
can. Many are still in shock, many are looking for a 
way to help, as am I. 


If you want to help here, please take time to pray, 
whatever that looks like for you. Please visualize 


peace not only here but throughout the world. Please 
take some time to send love and all your blessings to 
the people who have lost loved ones. Please send 
prayers of light and strength to all those who are 
working around the clock to find survivors and to 
treat those who made it out alive but were injured.

Got one in my attic! 
Get a waterpipe T. They are plastic and usally white in color. Also get 
endcaps for the T. Next drill holes in each of the three endcaps. Large 
enough for coax line to enter the center of the T. Scrape the slinky where 
you are going to solder the coax onto it. Run the coax in the center of the 
T and solder the braid to one slinky and the center conductor to the other. 
For strain relief get some stiff wire to prevent the slinky from pulling 
apart from the T. I used an eyehook screwed into the center top of the T 
for hanging it. Mount it as far as you can comfortable stretch the two 
slinkys and connect them to your tuner.
